fourth show — on ABC Thurs- 
day night. And the industry is 
bursting with rumors about the 
fate of six or seven or shows 
which in early ratings showed 
symptoms of illness. 


Among those reported to be 


on Ihe critical list are NBC's 
"The Hero" and "Roger Miller 
Show," 
CBS' 
"Jean 
Arthur 


Show" and "Run, Buddy, Run," 
as well as ABC's "Milton Berle 
Show" and "12 O'Clock High," a 
returning show in a new time 
spot. 


Network 
spokesmen usually 


protest vehemently tliat ratings 
are not the only cause of pro- 
gram death. It is certainly true 
that a number of 
programs 


have survived with low ones — 
"CBS Reports," NBC's "Tele- 
phone Hour" are two that come 
instantly to mind. But these are 
prestige shows and the usual 
rules don't apply. 


Most regularly scheduled en- 


tertainment shows — the come- 
dies, the spy stories, the west- 
erns, live and die by the ratings, 
and each season roughly one- 
third of all shows fail to survive 
— the lower third of the Nielsen 
ratings list. 


This viewer, having watched 


at least one episode and more 
often two, of all the new series, 
is convinced that the season's 
new product shapes up as a lit- 
tle more slick, a little better 
produced — and considerably

bland and 
cliche-filled 


even than that of last season. 
And like other interested ob- 
servers, I find it curious that 
amid the welter of: new .pro-

LOS ANGELES (AP)- The 


Los Angeles Dodgers, who lost 
in the bonus bidding for Dave 
McNally six years ago, face the 
young Baltimore Orioles' left- 
hander today in the opening 
game of the 1966 World Series. 


Although he has been with the 


Orioles four years and helped 
them to the American League 
pennant this season with a 13-6 
record, McNally is a virtual un- 
known when compared with Los 
Angeles starter Don Drysdale. 


"I'm probably the most unsuc- 


cessful pitcher ever to start a 
World Series opener," McNally 
said on the eve of his big chal- 
lenge. "But that doesn't matter. 
When you go out on the field, 
you either do or don't." 


McNally has understated his 


own case somewhat. Although 
he completed only five games, 
McNally kept the Orioles close 
in contests and Baltimore was 
22-11 in games he started. 


"Drysdale 
certainly 
has 


earned his reputation," McNal- 
ly said. "But he's lost a lot of 
games, too. We're not scared of 
him." 


McNally 
has 
come along 


steadily since turning down an 
$85,000 bonus offer from the 
Dodgers in 1960 and signing 
with Baltimore for $5,000 less.
